District  is  superimposed  over  another  zoning 
district  in  the  Town,  that  district  which  has  the 
most  restrictive  regulations  will  apply. 

409. IB  In  case  of  questions  of  the  validity  of  the  bound- 
aries of  a  Wetland  area  on  any  particular  piece  of 
property  upon  written  petition  of  the  owner  or 
any  abutter  of  said  property  to  the  Planning 
Board,  the  Board  may  call  upon  the  services  of 
an  independent  qualified  soil  scientist  to  ex- 
amine said  area  and  report  his  findings  to  the 
Planning  Board  for  their  determination  of  the 
boundary.  Qualified  Soil  Scientist  is  interpreted 
to  mean  a  person  qualified  in  soil  classification 
and  who  is  recommended  or  approved  by  the 
Rockingham  County  Conservation  District 
Supervisors.  The  cost  of  such  appeal  is  to  be 
borne  by  the  petitioner. 

409.2  In  the  interest  of  public  health,  convenience, 
safety  and  welfare,  the  regulations  of  this  over- 
lay District  are  intended  to  guide  the  use  of  areas 
of  land  with  extended  periods  of  high  water 
tables. 

A.  To  prevent  the  destruction  of  natural  wet- 
lands which  provide  flood  protection,  re- 
charge the  ground  water  supply,  and  the 
augmentation  of  stream  flow  during  dry 
periods. 

B.  To  control  the  development  of  structures  and 
land  uses  on  naturally  occurring  wetlands 
which  would  contribute  to  pollution  of  sur- 
face and  ground  water  by  sewage. 

C.  To  prevent  unnecessary  or  excessive  expenses 
to  the  Town  to  provide  and  maintain  essential 
services  and  utilities  which  would  arise  be- 
cause of  unwise  use  of  wetlands. 

D.  To  encourage  those  uses  that  can  be  appro- 
priately and  safely  performed  in  wetlands 
areas. 
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E.  To  preserve  wetlands  for  other  ecological  rea- 
sons such  as  those  in  RSA  483A. 

F.  To  preserve  and  enhance  those  aesthetic 
values  associated  with  the  wetlands  of  this 
Town. 

409.3  Permitted  uses: 

A.  Cutting  of  dead  or  dying  trees  of  any  size;  of 
live  trees  with  a  diameter  of  less  than  six 
inches  measured  4V2  feet  above  ground;  and 
cutting  of  trees  to  make  and/or  maintain 
woods  or  roads  to  a  maximum  width  of  fifteen 
feet.  A  woods  road  to  a  maximum  width  of  15 
feet  may  be  made  and  maintained. 

B.  Agriculture,  such  as  harvesting  marsh  hay 
and  gathering  cast-up  seaweed  for  fertilizer. 

C.  Wildlife  Refuge. 

D.  Recreations. 

E.  Conservation  areas  and  nature  trails. 

F.  The  following  structures  are  permitted  on  the 
tidal  wetlands;  fences,  footbridges,  catwalks 
and  wharves,  provided  said  structures  are  so 
constructed  on  post  or  pilings  as  to  permit  the 
unobstructed  flow  of  the  tide  and  preserve  the 
natural  contour  of  the  marshes. 

G.  All  other  uses  not  delineated  above  are  pro- 
hibited, including  dredging  or  the  addition  of 
fill.

We  have  examined  the  financial  statements  of  the 
Town  of  North  Hampton,  New  Hampshire  for  the 
fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1978  in  accordance 
with  State  of  New  Hampshire  R.S.A.  71-A:19.  Included 
in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the  accounts  and 
records  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Tax 
Collector,  Town  Clerk,  Library  Trustees,  and  Trustees 
of  Trust  Funds. 

During  our  examinations  we  noted  several  matters 
of  internal  control  and  procedures,  which,  although 
not  material  to  the  scope  of  our  audit  report,  require 
disclosure. 

Internal  Controls 

It  was  observed  that  the  town  office  maintains  a 
petty  cash  account  through  which  minor  receipts  and 
expenditures  were  processed.  The  receipts  were  not,  in 
all  cases,  allocated  to  the  proper  accounts  and  the 
disbursements  were  made  without  proper  approval  of 
the  selectmen.  It  is  our  recommendation  that  this 
method  of  handling  petty  cash  be  replaced  with  a 
system  that  requires  all  receipts  be  given  to  the  town 
treasurer  and  all  disbursements  be  properly  approved 
by  the  selectmen. 

Records  of  town  property  in  several  situations  were 
unavailable  for  review  of  cost,  disposal  and  account- 
ability. We  recommend  that  property  cards  be 
maintained  by  each  department  on  a  basis  that  will 
assure  proper  control  of  town  property. 
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Payroll  records  of  various  departmehts  did  not 
contain  authorization  of  payroll  rates  or  payroll 
increases.  We  recommend  that  the  town  officials 
properly  authorize  all  payroll  rates  and  increases  to 
payrolls.  A  copy  of  these  increases  should  then  be 
made  a  permanent  part  of  all  individual  payroll 
records. 

Receipts  of  the  planning  board  and  zoning  board  are 
collected  without  proper  forms  to  assure  that  all 
receipts  are  properly  posted.  We  recommend  that  pre- 
numbered  vouchers  be  used  to  record  all  fees  received. 

Tax  Collector 

Our  audit  noted  that  during  1978  a  tax  bill  in  the 
amount  of  $7,530.68  was  properly  collected  and 
recorded  by  the  tax  collector.  Subsequently  the 
selectmen  authorized  a  refund  of  the  amount  collected 
without  issuing  the  tax  collector  an  additional 
warrant  for  collection  of  these  taxes.  The  Tax 
Collector's  records  at  year  end  did  not  reflect  the 
outstanding  balance  of  this  item  as  due. 

In  accordance  with  state  law  the  tax  collector  did  not 
collect  a  $5  charge  on  (4)  four  checks  returned  for 
insufficient  funds. 

Town  Clerk 

Our  audit  of  the  town  clerk's  cash  book  disclosed 
that  the  total  deposits  made  were  in  excess  of  receipts 
by  $133. 

In  accordance  with  state  law  the  town  clerk  did  not 
collect  a  $5  charge  on  (11)  eleven  checks  returned  for 
insufficient  funds. 
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Anti-Recession  Funds 

Our  audit  disclosed  that  the  town  had  not  appro- 
priated or  expended  $1,305.45  of  anti-recession  funds 
within  the  time  period  as  stated  under  Title  II  of  the 
Public  Works  Employment  Act  of  1976. 

Legal  Contingencies 

The  town  is  presently  a  defendant  in  several 
litigations.  The  aggregate  amount  of  pending  litiga- 
tion is  $3,000,500.  As  of  our  audit  date  there  were  no 
settlements  or  judgments  declared  in  regards  to  these 
litigations.

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REPORT  OF  THE  NORTH  HAMPTON 

CONSERVTION  COMMISSION 

The  North  Hampton  Conservation  Commission 
submits  the  following  report  of  our  activities  for  the 
past  year  to  the  voters  of  North  Hampton. 

The  members  of  the  Commission  met  monthly 
throughout  the  year.  We  discussed  and  acted  on  many 
projects  which  we  hope  will  result  in  the  best  possible 
use  of  the  natural  resources  of  the  town  of  North 
Hampton. 

A  major  portion  of  our  time  this  year  has  been  spent 
in  continued  efforts  to  protect  the  wetlands  of  North 
Hampton.  (They  are  a  unique  and  important  part  of 
the  town.)  Last  year,  the  Town  passed  the  Tidal 
Wetlands  Ordinance.  This  year,  the  Conservation 
Commission  and  the  Planning  Board  worked  together 
to  develop  a  comprehensive  ordinance  which  will 
protect  the  fresh  water  areas,  too.  Together,  the  two 
ordinances  will  help  preserve  these  unique  and 
important  water  resources  of  the  town 

Last  April  we  held  the  annual  roadside  cleanup.  We 
were  pleased  by  the  enthusiastic  turnout  of  over  fifty 
students.  Because  of  their  dedicated  efforts,  we  collected 
over  2,000  bottles  and  cans,  of  which  only  18  were 
returnable.  Our  1979  cleanup  will  be  held  once  again  in 
April,  and  everyone's  help  is  needed  and  always 
appreciated. 

This  year,  an  additional  500  feet  of  trail  was 
constructed  on  the  Boies  Wildlife  Preserve  by  the 
Wildlife  Society  of  the  University  of  New  Hampshire, 
under  the  supervision  of  Professor  Steven  H.  Logsdon. 
This  work  extends  a  delightful  walking  trail  which  is 
available  for  the  use  of  the  residents  of  North 
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Hampton.  This  next  year  we  hope  to  begin  work  on  a 
trail  in  the  Cord  Meyer  Wildlife  Preserve. 

The  Commission  has  been  investigating  several 
violations  of  the  dredge  and  fill  law.  Some  of  these 
have  been  brought  to  our  attention  by  individuals  in 
the  town  and  we  thank  them  for  their  concern. 

The  Conservation  Commission  wishes  to  thank  all 
citizens,  officials,  and  friends  who  have  assisted  us 
during  the  year.

POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

The  year  1978  showed  an  increase  in  police 
activities.  This  is  a  direct  result  of  the  increase  in 
juvenile  crime.  The  highest  increases  being:  theft, 
vandalism,  and  malicious  damage,  followed  by  motor 
vehicle  offenses.  We  have  had  177  motor  vehicle  and 
two  aircraft  accidents  in  town.  Two  deaths  resulted 
from  these  accidents.  Interstate  #95  is  now  an  eight 
lane  highway  but  the  State  Traffic  Count  shows  that 
the  traffic  on  Lafayette  Road  is  increasing  every 
month. 

The  Police  Department  has,  along  with  other 
Seacoast  towns,  started  a  Police  Explorer  Post  for 
young  adults  between  the  ages  of  fourteen  and  twenty- 
one.  The  purpose  of  the  Explorer  Post  is  to  assist 
young  adunts  that  would  like  to  pursue  a  career  in  law 
enforcement  or  broaden  their  knowledge  of  the 
function  of  a  Police  Department  and  the  laws  of  the 
State.  All  young  adults  in  this  age  group  are  welcome 
to  join  and  may  do  so  by  contacting  the  Department. 

The  town  is  growing  rapidly  and  the  department 
welcomes  your  ideas  on  any  improvements  you  feel 
should  be  made.  We  thank  you  for  your  continued 
support.

FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

The  North  Hampton  Fire  Department  responded  to 
191  calls  of  various  causes  for  the  year;  that  is  77  more 
than  in  1977.  The  calls  consisted  of  47  Mutual  Aid  to 
surrounding  towns,  43  auto  fires  and  accidents,  20 
brush  and  grass  fires,  18  structure  fires,  19  smoke 
investigations,  and  46  miscellaneous  fire  and  service 
calls. 

Everyone  should  be  reminded  of  the  dangers  of 
improperly  installed  woodburning  stoves  and  fire- 
places. Now  that  woodburning  has  become  a  major 
source  of  heat  in  a  lot  of  homes  in  town,  we  have 
information  at  the  fire  station  on  proper  installations. 
Please  feel  free  to  obtain  this  information  at  any  time. 

There  were  no  major  fires  in  town  during  the  year 
but  it  should  be  kept  in  mind  that  every  fire  could  be  a 
major  loss  if  not  caught  in  time.  You  should  call  the 
fire  department  for  any  fire  even  though  you  feel  the 
fire  has  been  extinguished. 

The  Ladies  Auxiliary  has  purchased  a  new 
Monument  in  Memory  of  all  departed  members  of  the 
fire  department.  The  Monument  was  dedicated  at  the 
location  in  front  of  the  Fire  Station  on  Oct.  22,  1978. 

I  would  like  at  this  time  to  thank  everyone  who  has 
helped  the  Fire  Department  and  to  invite  anyone 
interested  to  stop  in  and  see  what  we  have  and  what 
the  needs  of  the  Fire  Department  are.

DISTRICT  FOREST  FIRE  CHIEF 

AND 

FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

For  more  than  80  years,  a  cooperative  effort  between 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire  and  local  forest  fire 
authorities  has  created  a  forest  fire  prevention  and 
suppression  program  that  is  recognized  as  superior 
throughout  the  United  States. 

Since  the  first  forest  fire  laws  were  written  in  1895, 
the  state  and  local  community  governments  have 
worked  together  to  prevent  and  combat  forest  fires. 

Today,  249  forest  fire  wardens  and  more  than  1,800 
deputy  wardens  are  appointed  every  three  years  by  the 
State  Forester  to  work  with  the  members  of  the  State 
Forest  Fire  staff  in  this  effort.  State  funds  are  used  to 
pay  one-half  the  cost  of  forest  fire  suppression  costs 
incurred  by  local  forest  fire  organizations,  within  pay 
rates  established  by  the  Governor  and  Council.  State 
funds  matched  by  local  funds  are  used  to  purchase 
hand  tools  to  suppress  forest  fires,  to  train  local  forest 
fire  crews  and  in  forest  fire  prevention  work. 

All  outside  burning,  when  the  ground  is  not  covered 
with  snow,  is  premitted  only  after  obtaining  a  written 
fire  permit  from  your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden. 
Penalty  for  burning  without  a  permit  when  one  is 
required  is  a  misdemeanor  punishable  by  a  fine  up  to 
$1,000  or  a  jail  term  of  up  to  one  year  or  both. 
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Remember,  Only  You  Can  Prevent  Forest  Fires!

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NORTH  HAMPTON  AMBULANCE  CORPS 

The  past  year  has  seen  the  ambulance  respond  to 
over  130  calls.  The  ambulance  has  been  available  to 
anyone  in  the  town  24  hours  a  day  365  days  a  year. 

The  ambulance  has  kept  the  cost  of  North  Hampton 
residents  down  by  being  completely  volunteer.  There 
are  no  taxes  going  to  support  this  service.  Funds  are 
raised  by  yearly  contracts  available  to  any  resident 
and  donations. 

This  year  the  ambulance  corps  has  spent  over 
$3,700.00.  Most  people  don't  realize  that  even  though  it 
is  a  volunteer  organization  we  must  pay  over  $1,200.00 
a  year  for  insurance  and  workmen's  compensation. 
The  cost  of  equipment  maintenance  on  the  ambulance, 
supplies,  state  licenses  for  the  ambulance,  ambulance 
corps,  and  each  member  cost  an  additional  $2,500.00. 

The  ambluance  corps  now  has  18  active  members, 
seven  who  are  Emergency  Medical  Technicians.  The 
ability  to  keep  the  ambulance  staffed  24  hours  a  day 
and  maintained  as  class  A,  have  fallen  on  a  few  of  our 
volunteers.  They  have  given  freely  of  their  most 
valuable  time  and  thanks  does  not  seem  enough  to  say 
what  we  all  feel.  A  special  thanks  to  our  treasurer 
Bertha  Wolfsen  for  a  thankless  job  that  is  done 
promptly  and  pleasantly.  The  Police  and  Fire  Dept.  as 
always  do  more  than  can  be  asked.  North  Hampton  is 
fortunate  to  have  such  fine  departments.

It  remains  the  policy  of  the  agency  that 
no  one  is  refused  service  because  of  inability  to  pay. 
Fees  are  scaled  or  care  is  provided  on  a  no  charge  basis 
when  necessary. 

Currently  44  children  from  North  Hampton  are 
enrolled  in  our  Well  Child  Clinic.  Clinics  are  held  twice 
a  month  and  children  from  birth  to  6  years  of  age  are 
seen  on  a  regular  schedule  for  physical  examinations, 
immunizations,  blood  tests,  counseling,  developmental 
testing,  vision  and  hearing  screenings,  urine  tests  and 
lead  screening.  In  addition,  children  between  the  ages 
of  3  and  6  are  seen  twice  a  year  at  our  Dental  Clinic 
and  are  referred  to  local  dentists  for  treatments  when 
necessary  at  no  cost  to  the  families. 

Monthly,  following  the  Senior  Citizen's  meetings  at 
the  United  Methodist  Church,  we  hold  a  blood  pressure 
monitoring  and  screening  program.  At  the  May 
meeting  of  the  Rockingham  County  Extension 
Service,  we  provided  a  blood  pressure  screening  at  the 
North  Hampton  town  hall.  In  addition  to  this  anyone 
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may  come  to  our  office  at  anytime  between  8  am  and 
4  pm  for  a  free  blood  pressure  check. 

Our  staff  consists  of  6  full  time  R.N.'s,  2  part  time 
R.N.'s,  2  part  time  Physical  Therapists  and  1  Sec- 
retary/Bookkeeper. In  addition  we  contract  with 
Portsmouth  Rehabilitation  Center  so  that  Speech 
Therapy  and  Occupational  Therapy  can  be  offered  to 
our  homebound  patients.  Our  contract  with  the  Area 
Homemaker/Home  Health  Aide  Agency  enables  us  to 
provide  aides  and  homemakers  to  local  residents  when 
needed. 

In  spite  of  the  increase  in  our  budget,  the  Board  of 
Directors  voted  not  to  ask  the  local  towns  to  increase 
their  appropriation  based  on  updated  population 
figures  this  year.  Thus  we  are  asking  the  town  of 
North  Hampton  for  $3,502.00

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NORTH  HAMPTON  MOSQUITO  COMMISSION 

The  North  Hampton  Mosquito  Control  District  over- 
all enjoyed  a  successful  year  in  1978.  Despite  some 
local  freshwater  mosquito  problems,  the  program 
seems  to  be  working  out  successfully  for  the  town  as  in 
the  past  year. 

The  most  important  reason  for  our  success  is  the 
concentrated  efforts  by  the  surrounding  towns  on  the 
major  problem  area,  the  salt  marsh.  It  has  been  found 
in  the  past  that  nearly  90%  of  our  mosquito  problem 
was  caused  by  the  salt  marsh  mosquito,  Aedes 
solicitans.  Since  this  species  is  capable  of  flying  up  to 
forty  miles,  it  is  evident  that  successful  control  work 
depends  not  only  on  the  town  of  No.  Hampton  but  on 
the  neighboring  towns  as  well. 

No.  Hampton,  with  relatively  little  salt  marsh  as 
compared  with  other  towns,  is  a  town  that  benefits 
greatly  from  this  concerted  effort. 

Another  reason  for  the  success  of  the  program  is 
that  we  are  developing  a  more  efficient  and  effective 
larviciding  program  that  enables  us  to  use  less  time 
and  less  pesticide  to  obtain  the  same  results.  Because 
of  this,  we  are  able  to  spend  more  time  searching  for 
inland  freshwater  problem  areas. 

North  Hampton  suffered  from  a  great  deal  of  fresh- 
water breeding  in  1978.  The  main  reason  for  this 
excessive  breeding  was  the  exceptionally  wet  spring 
we  experienced,  creating  many  temporary  breeding 
spots  in  addition  to  those  already  present.  The  control 
work  on  freshwater  breeding  sites  in  1978  was  again 
increased  as  in  1977.  Roughly  30%  of  the  larvicide 
applied  in  1978  was  applied  to  freshwater  sites  as 
compared  to  the  same  amount  in  1977  and  none  at  all 
in  1976. 

I  believe  this  will  be  the  trend  to  follow  in  the  control 
work  for  the  town  of  No.  Hampton  in  future  years. 
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Currently  the  neighboring  town  of  Rye,  along  with 
considerable  monetary  help  from  No.  Hampton,  has 
hired  a  full-time  Entomologist  to  study  the  feasibility 
of  altering  the  marshes.  This  would  create  permanent 
mosquito  control  eliminating  the  use  of  pesticides  in 
this  area.  Should  it  prove  successful,  it  could 
completely  revolutionize  our  control  work  in  the  future. 

In  1979  we  are  planning  to  use  basically  the  same 
control  procedures  utilized  in  1978.  Cythion  will  again 
be  used  as  an  adulticiding  treatment  and  the  two 
formulations  of  Abate  will  be  used  as  a  larvicide.  The 
town  has  purchased  a  gas-powered  backpack  mister/ 
granulator  for  efficient  use  in  larviciding  and  also  for 
adulticiding  areas  inaccessible  by  the  truck-mounted 
ULV  sprayer. 

We  are  also  planning  to  experiment  with  the  use  of 
Altosid,  an  insect  growth  regulator,  for  an  alternative 
to  the  use  of  Abate.  More  emphasis  will  be  placed  on 
freshwater  breeding  in  1979  and  also  careful  monitor- 
ing with  light  traps  to  help  determine  just  where  the 
problem  areas  are  occurring  in  the  town  will  take 
place. 

It  is  my  hope  that  by  using  all  these  procedures  we 
will  be  able  to  establish  an  effective  mosquito  control 
program  for  the  town  of  North  Hamton.

A  comparative  balance  sheet  disclosing  the  finan- 
cial condition  of  the  general  fund  at  June  30,  1978  and 
June  30, 1977  is  presented  in  Exhibit  A-l.  As  indicated 
therein,  the  School  District  had  a  fund  balance  of 
$22,778  at  June  30, 1978.  A  statement  of  the  change  in 
fund  balance  is  contained  in  Exhibit  A-2. 

Statements  of  appropriations  and  expenditures, 
estimated  and  actual  revenue  are  included  in  Exhibits 
A-3  and  A-4,  respectively.  As  indicated  by  the  budget 
summary,  Exhibit  A-4,   an  unexpended  balance  of 
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appropriations  of  $8,913,  plus  a  revenue  surplus  of 
$13,865,  resulted  in  a  budget  surplus  of  $22,778  in  1977- 
78.

A  comparative  balance  sheet  disclosing  the  total 
long-term  indebtedness  of  the  School  District  at 
June  30,  1978  and  June  30,  1977  is  contained  in 
Exhibit  A-5.  The  long-term  debt  of  the  School  District 
decreased  $20,000  in  fiscal  1977-78;  from  $80,000  at 
June  30,  1977  to  $60,000  at  June  30,  1978.  A  statement 
showing  annual  debt  service  requirements  of  principal 
and  interest  is  contained  in  Exhibit  A-6. 

Other  Funds  and  Officials'  Accounts 
Cash  Basis  Statements 

The  accompanying  supplemental  exhibits  covering 
segregated  funds  and  the  accounts  of  those  officials 
entrusted  with  the  custody,  receipt  or  expenditure  of 
School  District  funds  are  presented  in  accordance  with 
the  current  requirements  of  the  Municipal  Services 
Division  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  The 
statements  reflect  the  cash  receipts  and  disbursements 
of  each  fund,  without  regard  to  any  accruals  of 
accounts  receivable  and  accounts  payable.  Our 
examination  of  the  School  Lunch  and  Students  Activity 
Funds  was  limited  to  reconciling  the  cash  in  the  bank 
with  the  receipts  and  disbursements  as  indicated  by 
the  treasurer's  records. 

In  our  opinion,  subject  to  the  limitations  of  the  scope 
of  our  examination  of  the  School  Lunch  and  Student 
Activity  Funds  mentioned  above,  these  classified 
schedules  of  receipts  and  disbursements  present  fairly 
the  revenues  collected  and  expenditures  paid  by  the 
various  funds,  arising  from  cash  transactions  then 
ended,  on  a  basis  consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding 
year. 
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We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  and  the  office 
staff  of  the  North  Hampton  School  District  for  their 
assistance  during  the  course  of  the  audit.

Dear  Dr.  Hamilton: 

I  submit,  herewith,  my  sixth  annual  report  to  you 
and  to  the  citizens  of  North  Hampton. 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  report  the  progress  of  the 
school  and  its  children.  The  pleasure  comes  from 
many  sources.  It  comes  from  seeing  the  commitment 
the  community  has  to  its  school.  It  comes  from  the 
special  efforts  continually  being  given  by  the  teaching 
staff.  It  comes  from  the  willingness  of  the  custodians, 
teacher  aides  and  the  kitchen  staff  to  do  the  extras 
that  set  our  school  apart  from  others. 

How  good  is  North  Hampton?  Test  scores  on 
national  standardized  achievement  tests  say  that,  as  a 
school,  we  are  significantly  above  average.  Is  there 
room  for  improvement?  Absolutely!  It  is  important  to 
point  out  at  this  stage  that  improvements  are  slower 
and  less  spectacular  than  at  a  school  where  scores  are 
at  or  below  the  national  average.  One  might  make  the 
comparison  between  a  five-minute  mile  runner  and  a 
four-minute  miler.  Both  can  improve,  but  all  things 
being  equal,  the  improvement  of  the  four-minute  miler 
will  be  less  noticeable. 

We  need  everyone's  help  to  further  improve  the 
North  Hampton  Elementary  School.  We  need  to  know 
all  we  can  about  every  child.  Some  students  can  stay 
up  until  the  11:00  o'clock  news  and  still  have  a  good 
day  at  school.  Others  cannot.  Only  parents  can  control 
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bedtime.  A  youngster  might  tell  Mom  and  Dad  about 
not  being  able  to  see  the  board  or  hear  the  teacher.  A 
child  might  be  "lost"  in  her  or  his  studies  and  others 
may  not  be  challenged.  We  will  spot  most  of  these  but 
we  need  parental  help  for  those  missed. 

Is  a  positive  school  attitude  shown  to  your  child?  We 
hope  we  provide  it  at  school.  We  hope  you  provide  it  at 
home.  During  twelve  years  of  school  your  child  is 
going  to  have  some  teachers  he  or  she  loves,  and  some 
who  will  generate  negative  feelings.  Please  be  sure 
information  you  have  is  relevant  to  your  child  and  not 
hand-me-down  information  from  other  days  and  other 
people. 

A  good  place  to  begin  to  know  what  is  happening  at 
our  school  is  to  be  in  the  classrooms.  We  would  like  to 
have  you  not  only  visit  but  be  sure  you  talk  to  the 
teachers.  Remember  that  a  neat,  quiet  classroom  may 
give  a  better  impression  than  a  noisy  one  with  group 
discussion  but  the  important  question  is  whether 
learning  is  taking  place. 

I  am  proud  of  our  school  and  have  great  confidence 
that  this  feeling  will  continue.  It  is  important  that  you 
are  sufficiently  knowledgeable  of  our  activities  to 
either  share  this  feeling  or  be  able  to  advise  us  as  to 
possible  changes. 

In  closing,  I  want  to  thank  you  and  your  staff  and 
the  North  Hampton  School  Board  for  the  assistance 
and  encouragement  given  to  me  and  the  staff  of  the 
North  Hampton  Elementary  School.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  Citizens  of  North  Hampton: 

I  submit,  herewith,  my  annual  report  for  your  School 
District. 

Never  before  in  the  history  of  education  in  the 
United  States  have  so  many  people  been  as  interested 
in  student  learning  and  student  success  as  in  1978. 
Over  forty  states  out  of  the  fifty  have  some  kind  of 
"Accountability  Plan". 

The  need  for  a  curriculum  committee  to  initiate, 
coordinate,  and  implement  activities  in  curriculum, 
accountability  and  staff  development  was  perceived 
long  ago  by  the  leadership  of  Supervisory  Union  #21. 

After  numerous  surveys  to  select  and  appoint  people 
vitally  interested  in  curriculum,  a  new  Union  21 
Committee  consisting  of  six  school  board  members 
and  six  community  members  was  appointed.  The  first 
meeting  was  held  on  March  30,  1977. 

The  Committee  was  presented  with  the  following 
tasks: 

1.  Setting  goals  for  Union  #21 

2.  Conducting  a  needs  assessment  for  development 
of  objectives 

3.  Assigning   priorities    for   objective   accomplish- 
ments 

4.  Constructing  a  program  or  programs  based  on 
priority  needs 

5.  Implementing  a  program  or  programs 

a.  Guides  and  materials 

b.  Leadership  development 

c.  Staff  development 
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6.  Evaluation  of  progress 

7.  Recycle  based  on  evaluation 

Unquestionably  the  biggest  and  most  significant 
push  to  Curriculum  and  Staff  Development  is  coming 
from  the  "New  Hampshire  Accountability  Plan" 
which  began  in  April  1978. 

The  basis  of  authority  for  the  Accountability  Plan 
comes  from  RSA  186:5  that  in  part  reads: 

"School  boards  shall,  in  consultation  with  the 
Superintendent  and  in  accordance  with  statutes 
and  regulations  of  the  State  Board  of  Education, 
determine  the  educational  goals  of  the  district, 
develop  long-range  plans  and  identify  measure- 
able  and  attainable  short-term  objectives.  The 
school  board  shall  require  the  appropriate  review 
of  such  programs  and  make  public  the  results  of 
such  investigations.,, 

By  June  1981  Union  21  will  have  to  complete  the 
following  steps: 

1.  Develop  essential  student  outcomes  for  both 
state  mandated  and  locally  designated  fields  of 
learning. 

2.  Develop  performance  indicators  for  all  es- 
sential outcomes. 

3.  Design  and  carry  out  sound  assessment 
procedures. 

4.  Analyze  the  assessment  data. 

5.  Report  assessment  results  to  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education  and  the  local  community. 

6.  Develop  a  management  plan  based  on  assess- 
ment results. 

On  May  2,  1978  the  Joint  Boards  of  Union  21  agreed 
to  charge  the  Union  21  Curriculum  Committee  with 
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the  responsibility  of  satisfying  the  requirements  of  the 
State  Accountability  Plan. 

On  December  5,  1978  the  Joint  Boards  made  the 
following  motion  which  passed  unanimously: 

"The  Supervisory  Union  #21  Joint  Board  and 
the  Superintendent  charge  the  Local  Planning 
Group,  composed  of  six  school  board  members, 
six  community  persons,  six  teachers,  and  six 
administrators,  with  the  responsibility  of  develop- 
ing a  Union  #21  Accountability  Plan." 

An  unusual  article  that  should  be  of  great  concern  to 
you  will  be  included  in  your  Annual  School  District 
Warrant  by  direction  of  the  State  Board  of  Education. 
The  article  will  deal  with  Hampton  forming  its  own 
supervisory  union.  This  will  affect  your  elementary 
school  district  in  coordinating  with  Winnacunnet 
High  School  and  in  the  number  of  tax  dollars  needed 
to  support  supervisory  union  services.  I  advise  you  to 
attend  your  Annual  School  District  Meeting  to  listen 
to  presentations  and  debate  not  only  on  this  but  all 
issues  contained  in  the  warrant. 

On  behalf  of  the  staffs  of  the  North  Hampton 
Elementary  School  and  the  S.U.  #21  office  I  would  like 
to  thank  you  for  your  interest  in  the  education  of  your 
children.
